Benefits to Be Derived. 

The benefits to the city assweli as the 
property owners if the recommendations are 
carried out are set up in the report as fol- 
lows: 

“ Rebates to the amount of $197,000 already 
have been tributed and the further sum 
of $1,202, is shown to have been due to 


property under its proper special assess- 
ment levy. 

“ ‘The city has also been enabled to spread 
additional rebates to the amount of $208,800, 
and supplemental assessments have been 
put in collection by the city since the be- 
ginning of our work for $265,127. The col- 
lection of the latter will go far toward the 
redemption of the matured special assess- 
ment bonds, the default on which in the 
past has so hurt the city’s credit. 

‘Unpaid judgments against the city to 
the amount of $251,527, on which the city has 
heretofore been paying interest, have been 
applied to various special assessment war- 


rants. 
Many Duplicate Payments. | 

“ Duplicate payments, amounting to $27,- 
762, have developed, a considerable portion 
of which can be recovered. 

‘“‘Undercharges of $31,207 have been de- 
veloped and can now be reinstated. 

‘‘Duplicate and overcharges of $129,803 
have been adjusted so that the overpayments 
from this cause can be refunded to the prop- 
erty owners. — 

“ Assessments of $40,819 are now in such 
condition as to enable the city’s legal depart- 
ment to have orders passed in cases where 
collections might have been made years ago. 

“Short collections of the city collector and 
county treasurer, amounting to $13.285, are 
shown item by item and can be collected. 

* Assessments amounting to $8,026,466, re- 
maining unpaid on April 30, 1901, are clearly 
identified against each piece of property to 
which the assessments relate, thus putting 
the city mm a position to prevent any delth- 
quents. escaping. Of this amount it is safe to 
say that all of the unpaid assessments which 
accrued prior to Jan. 1, 1897, or $551,736, 
would have been.entirely lost sight of but for 
this work.”’

An indictment charging bribery was voted 
by the grand jury yesterday against Detet- 
tive Bdward ©.

Witness at Inquest Over Robbers’ Vie- 
tim Declares He Saw Patrolman 
Pass Highwayman a Moment Be-

The inquest into the death of Attorney 
James A. Fullenwider, held yesterday at 
tue Fiftieth street police station, brought 
the information that a policeman stood with- 
in a few feet of the place where the attor- 
ney was attacked on Dec. 2. 

This testimony was given by Thomas 
wowry, 761-Forty-second street, the only 
witness of the tragedy at Forty-first street 
and Wabash avenue. Who the policeman is, 
and why he did not investigate after hear- 
ing the shot fired, are questions which re- 
main unanswered. In full uniform, the 
patrolman passed within six feet of the 
robbers just before the attack. 

Lowry declared the policeman could not 
have been a block away from the corner at 
the time of the shooting. , 


Lowry Tells of Holdup. 


.'*J] was walking south in Wabash avenue, 
near Fortieth street,” he said, ‘‘ when I 6aw 
three men standing under the elévated rail- 
road structure near by. They looked like 
rough characters, and I hurried past them 
for fear they would attack me. 
“As I turned I saw a policeman coming 
east, under the ‘ L.' - The men saw the patrol- 
man, too, for two of them moved away. 
‘“‘T had passed the corner of Wabash ave- 
nue ahd Forty-first street when I heard 
voices 125 feet dway. I saw two of the men 
had stopped Mr. Fullenwider. He turned to 
run. One of the robbers fired a revolver. 
The highwaymen fran in different directions 
and disappeared, while Mr, Fullenwiaer 
went south, crying for help. 
“T ran to him and Dr. N. W. Jopson also 
came. The wounded man was taken to a 
house at 760 Forty-second street and later 
was removed to the Mercy hospital.” 
Lowry is a stenographer for the Southern 
flinois railroad. 
Arthur Knudsen, a janitor in Mr. Fullen- 
wider’s flat building at 4033 State street, 
testified that his employer had visited the 
building immediately before the shooting a~ 
had paid him his monthly wages.

To avoid a general strike of the 35,000 or- 
‘ganized workers at the Union stockyards the 
packers yesterday conceded many of the de- 
mands of the coopers and paved the way fora 
peaceable adjustment of the controversy at 
g conference to be held this afternoon. Had 
the packers been obdurate the unions were 
prepared to walk out Friday morning. 

The coopers struck two weeks ago be- 
cause the firms refused to grant them 25 
cents a day increase in wages. An attempt to 
secure a compromise failed and their places 
were filled. Facing defeat the men appealed 
to the other unions at the yards foraid. This 
brought about the threat of a general walk- 


out. 
The terms discussed yesterday were as fol- 
lows: 
All coopers to receive a wage increase of 15 cents 
day, making a minimum wage of $2.66. 
No boys to be employed. 
No discrimination against strikers. 
All men discharged for refusing to take strikers’ 
places to be reinstated. 
The coopers are ready to accept these if 
the firms will agree to reinstate the sub- 
superintendents who walked out with the 


men. This they are expectedto do today. 


Still Fighting J.C. Driscoll. 

The committee of five teamsters which is 
to talk over a néw Chicago board of arbitra- 
tion with the business mer of the city is pre- 
pared to continue its campaign against Sec- 
retary John C. Driscoll of the Associated 
Teaming Interests, the man they hold re- 
sponsible for all their trouble.

DEATH COMES TO 
PROMINENT LAWYER. 


Robert Hervey, a pioneer attorney 
of Chicago, and one of the founders of the 
Chicago Bar association, died yesterday 
morning at his residence, 83 Twenty-fifth 
street. Mr. Hervey was born in Glasgow, 
Scotland, in 1820, studied law in Toronto, 
Canada, and was admitted to the Canadian 
bar in 1842. He practiced in Ottawa, Can- 
ada, for ten years, and in 1852 removed to 
Chicago, and for four years was the part- 
ner of Judge Buckner T. Morris. 

Upon the dissolution of the partnership 
Mr. Hervey practiced law for himself and 
became one of the most brilliant, success- 
ful, and best known members of the bar, 
whether in office or before a jury. He was 
not only an extremely able lawyer but a 
gentleman of unsullied character, having 
all the courteous and dignified character- 
istics of the old school in his personal] bear- 
ing. He was a man of distinguished appear- 
ance and was highly esteemed not alone by 
his own countrymen but by Americans as 
an orator, lawyer, and gentleman. . 
Mr. Hervey was one of the founders of the 
St. Andrews society and was regarded by 
Scotch citizens as their representative on 
all public occasions. He retired from prac- 
tice several years ago, owing;to ill health. 
Mr. Hervey is survived by his widow, 
formerly Miss Jennie E. Graham. Thereare 
two children by a former wife, Robert D. 
Hervey of Tonowanda, Ia., and Mrs. Sophia 
Jones of Toronto. Funeral services will be 
held from the residence at 2 p. m. on Friday, 
with burial at Oakwoods.

GRISIS FOR STEEL MEN 


FEAR TOSTRIKE, BUT DREAD ACUT 
IN WAGES ON JAN. 1. 


Employes in, Plants Around Chicago 
Hit Harder than Those Elsewhere, 
as They Have No Agreement with 
the United States Corporation—Few 


_- =More Trouble at Indiana Harbor, 
Where 5600 Are Locked Out. _ 


Twelve thousand’steel workers in the vari- 
ous plants about Chicago are facing a wage 
crisis that may result in a general strike 
on Jan. 1 when the United States Steel cor- 
poration reduces the pay of all men not un-— 
der’ contract from 5 to 20 per cent. 

The independent companies, such as the 


wages already, and are suffering from 
strikes. They have seized the opportunity 
to put in effect.an open.shop order which 
has still. farther, complicated the situation 
and made peace remote. 

The action of the United States Steel cor- 
poration-will hit-the- mils: near Chicago 
harder than those of any other steel center 
of the country, as the employés at Joliet 
and South Chicago have nocontracts. These 
men withdrew from the Amalgamated Steel, 
Iron and Tin workers at the time of the 
steel strike, and that organization is the 
only one able now to protect its men. 


Six Furnaces Shut Down Now. 
At South Chicago six of the fourteen fur- 
naces have already closed down, throwing 
1,200 men out of employment. The only men 
who will not suffer a cut in pay are the highly 
skilled chemists, testers, assayers, and de- 
ent superintendents. Most of these 
are under persoralcontracts which run until 
‘July 1, 1904. Themen are afraid to make too 
vigorous a protest, for such a course may 
‘result in the closing down of the mills, but 
they feel that the United States Steel corpo- 
ration is dealing unjustly with them in view 
of their breaking the steel strike by refus- 
ing to strike.

POINTS ARE CLAIMED. 


Allege Use of Ballbearing Hubs 
and a Wind Shield inthe 
Performance. 


{BY HENRY TEN EYCEK WHITE.] 

The sons of the late Robert Bonner, who 
was noted as an admirer of fast trotters, and 
who owned Maud 8. when she beat all the 
then existing trotting records by compaasing 
a mile at Cleveland in 2:08%, have protested 
the high sulky record of 2:05 made over the 
same course last summer by Lou Dillon, the 
present champion trotter. 

The protest has been lodged with the 
American Trotting Register association, 
whose office is in this city, and will be con- 
sidered by the officers of that organization 
at a meeting soon to be held. It is this as- 
sociation that publishes the Year Book, 
which is accepted as the final authority on 
all pacthg and trotting records, and on the 
decision of the board of censors as to the 
Lou Dillon mile last summer will depend 
whether or not that mare shall retain one of 
her world’s records. 

It is understood the Bonners will make-a 
stiff fight on the point at issue, and the fact 

_they have formally protested in writing 
against the acceptance of the Lou Dillon 
record indicates they expect to be represerit- 
ed when the board meets and to have the 
matter fully presented and argued. The 
points on which they base their claim that 
the record shall be thrown out are that the 
sulky pulled by Lou Dillon, while of the 
regulation high wheel type, was provided 
with ball bearing hubs, thereby making the 
vehicle much less difficult to draw at a high 
rate of speed than a sulky not thus equipped. 
Also that a wind shield was used on the 
sulky of the running horse which preceded 
Lou Dillon during her 2:05 mile. _ 

Wind Shields at Stake. 

This protest on the points named will bring 
about a decision of the wind shield question, 
something that has been anxiously awaited 
by horsemen. The advocates of the so-called 
shield used by Lou Dillon in her trials 


“ against the watch claim it did not help the 


mere any so far as breaking the force of 
the wind is concerned, as it was made of iron 
and perforated to such an extent that it 
could not have been of any assistance to her 
except in the matter of keeping dirt from the 
runner's heels from hitting her. As to 
whether or not a ball bearing sulky was 
used by Lou Dillon Chicago horsemén are 
not informed, but it is a fact the vehicle she 
drew weighed ten pounds more than that 
pulled by Maud 8. 

Of course, the protest made by Robert 
Bonner’s sons has been lodged purely as a 
matter of sentiment. Maud'‘S. is dead, and 
as she never produced a foal there are no de- 
scendanis to be affected by the supplanting 
of her high wheel record. The contention as 
to the wind shield will force a decision on 
that point, and horsemen, for that reason, 
want the matter brought to a hearing. 

That Lou Dillon can pull a high wheel 
sulky, with or without ball bearings, much 
faster than ever Maud 8S. did, is not doubted, 
and if the present record of 2:05 is successful- 

_}y questioned she will no doubt be sent out 
again next season to do the trick under con- 
ditions about which no criticism.can be 
made.

Under the head of the care of woodwork 
much is discussed. The care of floors is one 
thing,-and the care of the standing wood- 
work another. In this day, when bare floors 
and rugs are so generally used, the ques- 
tions concerning the care of hardwood floors 
and. the staining of soft wood prove of great 
interest. In the department ofthis pook one 
feels the man’s hand accustomed to employ 
experts rather than the woman knowing 
how the housekeeper would want to go to 
work to do what she could not afford to hire 
an expert to do. 
Wall coverings, paint, water color, and 
paper are all considered and their various 
properties discussed. | 

It is interesting «to note that American 
manufacturers are, as a rule, conscientious 
in avoiding the use of poisonous colors. The 
worst in this respect are the Japanese pa- 
pers.

Ingredients: One-quarter pint of milk, 
one and a half ounces butter, one and a half 
ounces flour, one-half pound minced lob- 
ster, one egg, anchovy essence; seasoning, 
one-half pound puff paste.

Beauty and the Boots— 

To prevent the formation of corns and 
callosities or patches of thickened epidermis 
attention should be paid to the kind of shoes 
and stockings: worn. In some shops it is 
possible to obtain stockings rights and lefts 
with straight inner edges, on the same prin- 
ciple as boots, while stockings made on the 
glove principle, with separate compartments 
for each toe, are a considerable help in pre- 
serving the beaity of the foot. Speaking 
generally, the stockings should be of some 
thin material that allows of free ventilation 
of the feet, otherwise they are apt to be- 
come unduly tender. 

This is especially likely to be the case 
when hose of merino, for instance, are worn 
with patent leather boots. This combina- 
tion acts in a fashion similar to a surgical 
poultice, the heat &nd moisture being as 
effectually confined by the patent leather as 
they would be by a plece of oiled silk or pro- 
tective. Many persons who affect patent 
boots complain that these “draw ”’ the feet. 
When the foregoing is considered this is. 
small matter for surprise. 

The shoes themselves, apart from the ques- 
tion of their perfect fitting, require some at- 
tention if they are to do the foot full justice. 
They require.to be well aired and dried, and 
so the same pair should not be worn on con- 
secutive days. They should always be put 
on trees. made.on your own last, thereby 
preserving their shape and preventing that. 
tendency to shrink and wrinkle, which spoils 
not only the appearance of the boot but is 
likely to prove a source of discomfort and 
irritation to the foot itself. The shoe.should 
always be about three-quarters of an inch 
longer ‘than the foot, for the latter always 
works forward in walking. Short shoes are 
a mistake, for they force the toes back, dis- 
torting the joints and causing them to bulge 
out, both above and at the sides, and. so 
favor the development of corns, bunions, and 
similar crippling deformities.
